BETHEL GOP SENDS | 
SEVEN DELEGATES TO 
STATE CONVENTION 

Seven delegates and six alter- 
nates from Bethel attended the 
Republican State Convenfion in 
Augusta at the Civie Center April 
20-May 1. Well over 2,000 of the 
faithful gathered for the occasion 
and enthusiasm for various can- 
didates ran high. Central atten: 
tion was focused however on the 
Ford-Reagan contest. Bethel’s 
delegates tended to support the 
President but Reagan remained 
the fayorite of several, 

Chairman John Linnell culled 
the convention to order at the 
appointed hour. and all appeared 
to. run smoothly throughout the 
two day affair under the Conven- 
tion Chairman Fred C. Scribner. 
Congressman, Guy Vander Jagt's 
keynote address served fo rally 
the delegates’ fervor to work for 
GOP victories in November. The 
evening banquet speaker, Presi- 
dent Ford's campaign chairman, 
Rogers Morton, called for greater 
attention to the party’s ‘historic 
ideals to win more adherents. The 
Holiday Inn was the site for the 
hospitality suits, 

At the district meetings: Sat- 
urday jnorning three delegates to 
the nallonal convention. were chos- 
en and the county exucus choices 
ratified, In the voting for the 
14 atlarge dejegates to Kansas 
City in August, President Ford's 
supporters appeared to win most 
of the slots in thé state’s “un- 
committed delegation”. 

In addition to Bethel’s delega- 
tion, the town was fortunate in 
having Mrs. E, Louise Lincoln 
serve as Convention Secretary and 
Karen Brown on the Credentials 
Committee, Ms. Brown was also

meetings initially held in the ll 
brary but gradually moved to 
other locations, These included the 
late Ida Packard, speaking on 
Bethel post offices, Dale Thurs- 
ton’s presentation on the develop- 
ment of dowel and wood turning 
operations in town, and Florehce 
Thurston’s discussion of Hanover's 
history, Several sites “were discus 
sed as possible ‘future homes for 
the Society to house aif the ima- 
terials of Bethel’s past that were 
collected, but until this goal was 
achieved these were stored in the 
attic at the library building, A 
constitution was adopted the first 
year and a pamphlet “Molly Ock- 
ett” appeared in 1969, 

The struggle to survive was dif 
ficult. Membership grew steadily 
but at times meetings had to be 
cancelled for lack of a quorum, 
Funds were very limited, conse- 
quently projects undertaken were 
of a decidedly modest nature, 
Charles Heywood resigned in 
October 1968 as president and was 
succeeded by Dale Thurston, But 
through this trying period, Eva’ 
Bean with assistance from seyeral 
other dedicated members manag- 
ed to sustain the fledgling Socte- 
ty's life, 

With Eva Bean's death in Qéto- 
bor 1969, the Society lost {ts most 
devoted worker and her unparal-
